Gov, Johnson Sends Scathing 


Letter to Committee That 


Has Effect of Bomb 


COMMITTEE DECLARES 
- 
ELECTION WAS ILLEGAL 


Heney Says Taft Will be Re­ 


ceiver of Stolen Goods if He 


Accepts Delegates 


CHICAGO, June 12.—The Republi­ 
can National committee today seated 
E. H. Tryon and Morris Meyer Field, 
Jr., of San Francisco, Taft’s contest­ 
ing Fourth California district 
dele­ 
gates. The Roosevelters openly charg­ 
ed the Taftites with robbery. Francis 
J. Heney, speaking before the com­ 
mittee declared: 
“I am here to tell Taft if he accepts 
these delegates he will be a receiver 
of stolen goods.” 
The statement caused a bitter de­ 
bate, Heney assailing the motives of 
Crane and Penrose. 
The vote on the California delegates 
was thirty-seven to sixteen. F. C. Bry­ 
an of Ohio, read argumenta for seat­ 
ing the Taft delegates. Upon the con­ 
clusion of the reading, Penrose asked 
Bryan lf he knew that the California 
Legislature had flagrantly violated the 
law by foreleg through a presidential 
preference primary law ender Gover­ 
nor Johnson’s lash. Francis J. Heney 
leaped to hie feet, red with anger. He 
cried: 
”1 object to my state being insult­ 
ed. I will not permit anyone to libel 
Governor 
Johnson.” 
Rosewater 
pounded for order but <Borah cried to 
Root: 'is it not true that you Intend­ 
ed to, disfranchise California?” 
Bryan said: “This committee is In­ 
sulted by the Governor of a’ sovereign 
state who risked unseating the entire 
delegation through an unfair law." 
Heney and Borah were In an up­ 
roar, and challenged the statement. 
Heney faced 
Crane, 
declaring: 
“I 
don’t recognise the right of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Senator to dictate as to 
how California shall elect delegates. 
I warn you that California will not 
give a single electoral vote to any 
candidate who receives stolen goods.” 
Rosewater Interrupted Heney say­ 
ing: 
"The gsntleman 
from 
California 
muat confine himself to the case or 
the chair will declare he has no case 
before the committee." 
Immediately the room wa* in an up­ 
roar. Rosewater pounded to maintain 
order. Heney pounded the table with 
his fist and shouted: 
'The Taftites 
might hold any sort of a soapbox pri­ 
mary, and you would approve.” 


HINEY SAYS ACTION WILL

Tho reading of Governor Johnson's 
letter had the effeet of a bomb thrown 
In the committee room.

The other Mexicans pro­ 
fess Ignorance. They say that Ontiv- 
eras became angry, siezed a shotgun 
and at short range fired a charge of 
shot at Quiros. The man fell dead, his 
jaw almost blown off and a big hole 
torn in his head. 
So far as can be learned no effort 
waa made by the other Mexicans to 
detain Ontiveras, who waa last seen 
by them as he was traveling rapidly 
afoot In a southwesterly direction. 
It was an hour before

He Immediately struck for the Pacific 
Electric station at Stanton, and had 
the cars watched. The description of 
pntlveras was meager. About all that 
Jaynes knew about him was that he 
was heavy set and wore a white hat.

; BAD ADVICE FOR GIRLS 


The arrival of the annual commence­ 
ment season in the schools is always 
signalized by new broadsides of com­ 
mencement advice, most of which is 
entirely appropriate to Hie occasion 
but some of which inevitably offends 
either Intelligence or the proprieties. 
The commencement season is the op­ 
portunity for a certain class of Deep 
Thinkers to unburden themselves of 
the alleged wisdom, wit, philosophy, 
sociology, ethics and economics that 
have been pent up for the better part 
of a whole year and just has to be 
vented in order to prevent 
an 
ex­ 
plosion. 
Fortunately the schools in Southern 
California suffer little 
affliction 
of 
this sort, and especially have their 
commencement addresses been free 
from the narrowness that character­ 
ized the address of a good bishop who 
addressed a graduating class of girls 
in a Southern institution the other 
day. All the law and prophets of his 
advice hung upon this culminating in­ 
junction: 
“Don’t vote; don't want to 
vote; stay at home; love your hus­ 
bands and rock the cradle.” 
The Register heartily agrees 
with 
the Kansas City Journal that such ad­ 
vice is grossly indecorous and wholly 
Improper to give a class of girls just 
.finishing their school career. It is no 
less bad taste and no less senseless 
from the broader point of view, 
be­ 
cause a bishop gave it. There is too 
much of this sort of nonsense indulged 
in for the supposed benefit of the 
young women of the present day. It is 
wholly indefensible to insist, in sea­ 
son and out, that the whole problem 
of woman's career is solved as soon 
as she gets a husband or that a hus­ 
band and a cradle are the goal of ev­ 
ery woman’s ambition. Careers start, 
not end, in the 
cradle. 
There 
are 
thousands of women who are doing 
the world a vastly greater service by 
remaining single and devoting their 
lives to the betterment of humanity 
than they would render by 
getting 
husbands. 
The great 
majority 
of 
women unquestionably find in happy 
marriage, the realization 
of 
their 
noblest ambitions but the "marriage 
bureau” faddists do not appear to lay 
special stress on the matter of domes' 
tic felicity. 
Their chief desire 
ap­ 
pears to be to find husbands for in­ 
quiring women, and wives for inquir­ 
ing men. 
The bounds of good taste are often 
passed in this mistaken zeal to make 
matches. Above all, this kind of ad­ 
vice ought not to be offered to girl 
graduates in the guise of wise coun­ 
sel, which, in theory, harks back to 
the days when women were regarded 
as of little if any consequence save as 
the mothers of 
offspring 
urgently 
needed to increase the numerical pop­ 
ulation of the worlu. Today it is not 
within the province ot commencement 
orators and matrimonial bureau man­ 
agers to urge matrimony as the pan­ 
acea for every ill and the supreme at­ 
tainment of womanhood. 
It is every 
woman's business and nobody else’s 
Whether or not she get married.

Walter Bordwell, after two years’ con­ 
sideration of the suit brought by the 
Attorney General of the State, acting 
for the city against the Southern Pa­ 
cific, yesterday handed down a de­ 
cision in favor of the city. The de­ 
cision gives the city title to three 
strips of tide lands 200 feet wide and 
totaling 3000 feet in length and if up­ 
held will save the city large expenses 
in acquiring rights of way in the har­ 
bor region. According to Frank Karr, 
counsel for the railway company, the 
case will be carried to the supreme 
court. 
The strips were granted the rail­ 
road company on a permit to con­ 
struct a right of way In 1887. One ex­ 
tended from Wilmington to Mormon 
Island, another from Timms Point to 
the Government reservation and the 
third, a short strip, lay between the 
railroad's station and aiip. 
Railroad Tracka Removed 
Tracks wrere laid from Wilmington 
to Mormon Island, but were subse­ 
quently abandoned and 
the 
tracks 
torn up. The other strips were never 
used. 
Several years ago the State, acting 
under quo warranto proceedings for 
the «ity, Instituted suit for the recov­ 
ery of title to the lands on the con­ 
tention that by the non-usage of the 
strips the railway company had for­ 
feited its permit.
